Town Warrant 


To WILLIAM B CLAIRE, a Constable of the Town of Dedham, 
in the County of Hancock, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby requir- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of 
Dedham, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assem- 
ble in the Town Hall, in said town, on Monday, the 14th 
day of March A. D. 1927 at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art 1 Tochoose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2 Tochoose a town clerk for the ensuing vear. 

Art. % Toacton reports of town officers. 

Art. 4 To choose all necessary town officers for the ensu- 
ing vear. 


Art. 5 Toseeif the town will vote to grant and raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
maintenance and support of schools, poor and 
town charges, roads, bridges, high schvol tuit-on, 
and to defray all necessary tQwn charges for the 
ensuing year. : 


Art. 6 To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to help defray expenses of Memorial Day. 


To see if the town will vote when taxes shall be 
due and what rate shall be charged after date. 
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To see if the town will vote ves or no on the ques- 
tion of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to state aid road, as provided 
in Section 19 of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1916 


To see ifthe town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $533.00 for the improvement of the sec- 
tion of state aid road, as outlined by the state 
highway commission in addition to the amount 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges, the above amount being the maxi- 
mum which the town is allowed to raise under the 
provisions of Section 18, Chapter 25 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1916. 


Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the town 


treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to 
hire money for the use of the town when neces- 
sary. , 

To see what the town will vote to pay for collect- 
ing, disbursing, labor on roads, removing snow, 
ete., and all town officers for the ensuing year. 


To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer to sell and convey the town’s interest 
in lands and buildings that have been forfeited to 
the town for non-payment of taxes. 


To see if the town will vote to raise not to exceed 
$200 for. the improvement of the Brown road, so 
called. 
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To see if the town will vote to buy an adding 
machine and raise money for same. 


To see 1f the town will vote to raise asum of 
money to paint cemetery fences. 


To see if the town will vote ves or no on the ques- 
tion of authorizing the county commissioners to 
make a loan for an amount not exceeding $18000 
to build an addition to the county building for 
Registry of Deeds and Law Library. 


The selectmen give notice that they will be in session at 
the Town Hall at nine o’clock in the forenoon on the day of 


said meeting for the purpose of revising and correcting the 
list of voters.

[Superintendents Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the con- 
dition, progress and needs of the schools of Dedham. 

The school census for past year was, including all from 
five to twenty-one years, 77, 35 boys and 42 girls. — 


The enroilment is as follows:

Miss Melissa Jones taught the spring term at Green 
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Lake. The fall and winter.terms were taught by Miss Hazel 
Wilson who is a graduate of Farmington Normal §chool. 
The Consolidated school, fall and winter, has been in charge 
of Miss Agnes Berry of Jacksonville, Maine. With few excep- 
tions our pupils have made progress worthy of any schorl 
with the handicaps of a short school vear rather poor 

_blackboards and a shortage of texts. Let me call your at- 
tention to the needs of seats, proper heating facilities in both 
schools. 

At Green Lake the toilets must be connected with the 
school-rooms by 1927, new seats secured, window lighting 
from left and back of pupils, proper heating and the walls 
redecorated. It is certainly poor economy to continue these 
schools without proper building equipment available for 
modern up-to date schools.. Each vear, I believe we should 
make some needed improvements and so finally put our 
schools iu proper condition, 

Lucerne in Maineis developing fast and soon the town 

_will be called to build and equip a new school building. This 


will mean a school year of 86 weeks. A bill is now in legis- 
lature making our school year 32 weeks in 1928, 34 in 
1929, and 36 weeks in 1930. 
Iam recommending that the town do all necessary re- 
pairing this vear and so get ready for building at Lucerne, 
_or other improvements which are sure to be needed. 
The following recommendations are submitted for 1927- 
28.
